en by the multiplicity of their instruc- 
tions. I will unfold a system the mer- 
its of which are exemplified in the up- 
building of my own physical frame. As 
I said liefore, eat, drink aud sleep iu mod- 
eration. Walk — vary by running if yon 
have the conveniences — a distance every 
day, according to your physical condi- 
tion when yon begin training. Some 
men can walk 10 miles a day without 
hurting them. Others could not walk 
two without experiencing fatigue. Wom- 
en, of course, should not la-gin with the 
same amount of work as men. A walk 
of one mile, or, at the most, three, is 
enough for them. (Juit when you get 
tired. You are not a boxer, oarsman, 
sprinter or other kind of athlete, aud the 
question of “gameness" does not enter 
here. Never overtask yourself. Over- 
work is worse than no work at all. Your 
own feelings will tell you when to quit. 

Above all things, join some gymna- 
sium or athletic club. To your outdoor 
exercise add that of light dumbbells in 
yonr indoor work. Be careftil not to 
touch heavy hells out of any feeling of 
rivalry or false pride and essay feats yon 
see others you thiuk your inferiors per- 
forming. They are built up. Y ou are 
not. The lighter the bells you try the 
better. From two ounces to two pounds 
will do. Use the simplest motions — 
backward, forward, sideways aud ev- 
ery other way. Any athletic instructor 
can teach yon them all in short order. 
Stop when tired aud resume when you 
are fully recuperated. Do not go in too 
strong at first. You cau increase tho 
amount of your work when yon feel 
yourself growing stronger. You should 
always feel invigorated and not weak 
after exercise. If you experience the 
latter sensation, you may be sure you 
have piled ou too much work. This is 
the great danger to he avoided. If you 
do not avoid it, you will grow weaker 
instead of stronger. 

If yon thus maintain a constant and 
systematic use of light dumbbells, di- 
rected to the development of the body 
as a whole, in addition to following the 
other instructions I have imparted, I 
will guarantee that in a year yon will 
he bigger iu brain and l^dy and will 
have no use for physics or physicians. 
Aud note the fact that by keeping up 
the good work throughout life you will 
become bigger, better, brainier ami 
healthier every year.
